Such  tools  include  the 
telephone  directory;  bill  status  reports  from  drafting  to  final  vote; 
subject  indexes  of  proposed  legislation;  lists  of  code  sections  which 
could  be  affected  by  passage  of  legislation,  etc. 

This  brochure  provides  a  brief  introduction  to  the  various  sources  of 
information  published  by  the  Montana  Legislative  Council. 

During  the  legislative  session,  the  Legislative  Information  Office  is 
open  to  help  people  with  questions.  This  office  is  located  in  the  rotunda 
of  the  capitol  and  a  toll-free  number,  1-800-237-5079,  is  provided  for 
out-of-town  inquiries.  The  office  provides  access  to  computer  terminals 
which  contain  the  latest  information  on  introduced  bills.  Persons  should 
utilize  the  Legislative  Information  Office  whenever  possible  during  the 
session.

A  member  who  has  a  per- 
sonal or  private  interest  in  any  measure  or  bill  proposed  or 
pending  before  the  Legislature  shall  disclose  the  fact  to  the 
house  of  which  he  is  a  member. 

10-70.  Telephone  calls.  (1)  Long  distance  telephone 
calls  made  by  a  member  while  the  Legislature  is  in  session 
or  the  member  is  in  travel  status  are  considered  official 
legislative  business.  These  include,  but  are  not  limited  to, 
calls  made  to  constituencies,  places  of  business,  and  family 
members.

The  Telephone  Directory  is  published  every  session  and  is  a  very 
valuable  pocket-sized  information  source.  It  contains  the  names  of 
Senate  and  House  members  along  with  their  political  affiliation,  district 
number,  home  address,  Helena  address,  spouse's  name,  business  occu- 
pation, and  committee  assignments.  Also  included  in  the  directory  are 
state  officials  and  agencies;  legislative  committee  meeting  dates,  with 
time  and  place;  seating  charts;  order  of  business,  and  maps. 

This  directory  is  free  and  is  available  from  the  Legislative  Information 
Office  and  the  Legislative  Council.

CHAPTER  III 
LEGISLATIVE  PROCEDURES 

AGENDA  ITEMS 

Tlie  business  of  each  house  Is  conducted  In  conformance  with  proce- 
dures established  In  the  Joint  Rules  and  the  rules  of  each  house.  The 
rules  provide  for  the  order  of  business,  motions,  resolutions,  drafting  and 
introduction  of  bills,  referral  and  ref>ortlng  of  bills,  second  and  third 
readings,  transmittal  dates,  and  consent  calendar. 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS 

The  agenda  followed  by  each  house  during  each  business  day  is  called 
the  Order  of  Business.  After  the  op)enlng  prayer,  pledge  of  allegiance,  roll 
call,  and  report  on  the  Journal,  the  Senate  and  House  proceed  through 
their  business  in  this  progression,  although  there  may  be  nothing  to 
discuss  on  any  particular  day  under  one  or  more  of  the  Orders  of  Business. 

The  12  Orders  of  Business  in  the  Senate,  with  notes  on  differences  in 
the  House,  are: 

No.  1  -  Communications  and  PeUtions.  Various  types  of  communica- 
tions may  be  read  to  the  legislative  body. 

No  motions  are  acceptable. 

No.  2  -  Reports  of  Standing  Committees.  Reports  are  read  from  the 
rostrum.  Legislators  do  not  receive  an  actual  copy  In  the  originating 
house,  but  amendments  are  printed  In  full  in  the  daily  Journal.  Alter 
a  favorable  vote,  an  amended  version  of  the  bill  Is  printed 

Generally,  no  motion  Is  acceptable  except  some  privileged  motions, 
such  as  to  adjourn,  for  a  roll  call  vote,  for  a  call  of  the  house,  or  for 
some  other  Incidental  motion;  however,  by  established  pracUce  these 
motions  are  not  generally  made. 

No  debate  Is  had  unless  a  minority  committee  report  has  been  submit- 
ted. A  member  seeking  to  challenge  the  action  on  the  adoption  of  a 
favorable  or  an  adverse  committee  report  may  do  so  on  Order  of 
Business  No.  6  (Order  of  Business  No.  9  in  the  House)  by  a  motion  to 
reconsider  and  need  not  have  voted  on  the  prevailing  side. 
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BILL  DRAFTING  MANUAL 

The  Bill  Drafting  Manual  sets  forth  uniform  standards  and  instruc- 
tions on  bill  drafting.  It  includes  information  on  the  mechanics,  style 
and  technique  of  drafting  bills,  resolutions,  amendments,  referendums, 
and  administrative  rules.  Sample  bills  and  resolutions,  plus  a  bill  drafter 
checklist,  are  included.

Chapter  2 


Style  and  Language 


2-1.   Introduction. 

BlUs  should  be  written  In  a  simple,  clear,  and  direct  style. 
phrased  for  the  common  reader  as  well  as  for  the  political  or  legal 
expert. 

A  poorly  drafted,  ambiguous  bill  will  waste  the  time  of  citizens 
affected,  confuse  those  charged  with  Its  administration,  lead  to 
litigation,  and  likely  fall  to  accomplish  the  purpose  of  the  requestor 
Good  drafting  requires  concise  wording  that  is  understandable  by 
a  person  who  has  no  special  knowledge  of  the  subject. 

If  wording  In  a  bill  has  to  be  paraphrased  to  make  it  intelligible 
to  the  layman,  it  needs  revising  In  Montana,  the  common-law 
tradition  has  manifested  itself  in  the  tlmeworii.  nonessential 
phrases  and  i+ietorlcal  flourishes  found  in  our  older  legislative 
enactments.  The  suggestions  contained  In  this  chajiter  are  de- 
signed to  help  the  drafter  avoid  the  most  common  faults  in  stsie 
and  language  evident  in  some  of  our  present  law. 

As  authority  for  basic  rules  of  writing,  the  Legislative  Council 
uses  the  latest  edition  of  the  United  States  Government  ['rinting 
Office  Style  Manual  and  the  Gregg  Reference  Manual  Sixth  Edition. 
by  William  A.  Sabln.  Compounding  of  words  Is  done  according  to 
the  Stijle  Manual. 

Generally,  the  ordinary  rules  of  grammar  apply  to  legislative 
writing;  however  In  a  few  Instances  a  departure  from  common 
usage  is  suggested.  For  consistency,  when  a  code  section  is 
amended,  added  language  should  be  written  to  inaich  existing 
language. 
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BILL  DRAFTING  REQUEST  REPORT 

Bill  drafting  request  forms  are  filed  in  the  Legislative  Council  Legal 
Office.  The  requests  are  assigned  an  LC  (Legislative  Council)  number 
which  becomes  the  identifying  number  throughout  the  drafting  and 
input  stages.  Information  from  the  bill  draft  request  form  is  used  to 
produce  the  Bill  Drafting  Request  Report. 

The  report  is  printed  in  four  parts:  the  Subject  Report,  the  Requestor 
Report,  the  By  Request  of  a  Committee  or  Agency  Report,  and  the 
Drafter  Report.  Entries  in  each  of  the  four  reports  include  the  LC 
number,  bill  number,  short  title,  requestor,  sponsor,  subject  code,  and 
drafter. 


Copies  of  the  Bill  Drafting  Request  Report  are  available  for  use  in  the 
Legislative  Council  offices,  the  Library,  and  at  the  Distribution  Center 
in  the  capitol.  The  report  may  be  purchased,  with  price  set  according  to 
the  number  of  pages.

BILL  STATUS  INQUIRY  SYSTEM 

During  the  regular  legislative  session,  the  status  of  legislation  is 
available  through  the  computerized  Bill  Status  Inquiry  System.  Infor- 
mation on  the  system  includes  bill  status  data,  standing  committee 
hearing  schedules  (for  either  a  specific  committee  or  for  a  specific  date), 
primary  sponsor  bill  lists,  and  a  subject  list  of  bill  draft  requests  and 
introduced  bills.

E.    RECOMMENDATIONS  --  DEPARTMENT'S  ROLE 

The  ruling  and  its  effects  do  not  promote  public  policy  of  nondiscrimination. 
The  ruling's  goai-to  prohibit  discrimination-is  not  achieved  since  birth 
parents  can  place  their  infants  through  direct  nonagency  placements, 
avoiding  the  limitations  of  the  ruling.    The  best  interests  of  the  child  are  not 
served  because  the  pool  of  suitable  homes  is  limited  and  because 
unregulated,  direct  nonagency  placements  are  encouraged.    Therefore,  it  is 
the  recommendation  of  this  study,  in   accord  with  earlier  recommendations, 
that  adoption  policies  and  laws  in  this  state  be  changed  to  make  the  best 
interests  of  the  child  the  paramount  concern.    It  is  recommended  that  the 
statutory  laws  be  changed  to  allow  age,  marital  status,  and  religious 
information  to  be  considered  by  state  and  private  adoption  agencies  in 
adoption  proceedings  in  a  nonarbitrary  manner,  as  just  three  of  many 
relevant  factors  to  be  considered  in  determining  the  best  interests  of  the 
child. 

It  is  the  intent  of  this  recommendation  to  encourage  the  Department  to 
resume  offering  adoption  services  for  infants.    It  is  acknowledged  that  at  this 
time  the  Department  may  still  be  some  years  off  from  performing  all  its 
family  services  functions  to  the  desired  level.   The  Department  was  recently 
the  subject  of  a  comprehensive  review.    In  March  1990,  the  Governor  began 
a  3-month  intensive  review  of  child  and  family  services  in  Montana,    in  July, 
as  part  of  that  review,  a  78-p3ge  document  was  prepared  and  presented  to 
the  Governor  and  his  Human  Services  Subcabinet  on  ways  to  improve  child 
and  family  services  in  Montana  and  to  strengthen  the  Department.    Although 
the  report  is  very  comprehensive,  the  subject  of  adoption  services  provided 
by  the  Department  is  barely  mentioned  in  the  report,  other  than  a  passing
